Look, Up In The Sky ... 


While 3D printing a Raspberry Pi case in the 
workshop today | was reading the latest AMSAT 
Journal. It got me to thinking about ways to get 
involved with satellite communications — 
something that | have never tried but have seen 
ably demonstrated by Steve WI2W and others. 


A quick search of my notes reminded me of an 
open source project, SatNOGS, which is trying to 
engage people in more satellite communications. 
While the project was conceived in Europe, there 
are many active US hams, including Corey 
KB9JHU. He and others manned a very active 
booth at Dayton this year to explain the project. 
The booth crew distributed over 1500 brochures 
to Hamvention attendees.

With the resurgence of amateur radio satellites, 
this project should prove to be a useful addition 
to anyone’s radio shack.

The 
project combines open-source 3D printed gears, 
an Arduino controller, and an inexpensive 
software defined radio (SDR) receiver. 


Now I’m off to the workshop again to print the 
hardware needed for the mechanical assembly of 
the open source rotator. If the gears turn out OK 
the rest of the build should be easy.

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August 2016 Meeting Notes (1) 
FLARC Business Meeting 5 August 2016 


President Karl W2KBF called the meeting to order at 
7:31 p.m. 


The members rose and recited the Pledge of Allegiance. 
Secretary Randy WU2S called the roll and observed that 
all officers and trustees were present except Dave 
N8MAR. 


President Karl W2KBF asked if there were any visitors 
present and noted that none were present. He 
welcomed Tom N2ST back from his long absence. 
Secretary Randy WU2S announced that the minutes from 
the July meeting were emailed to all members and that 
they had also been published in the latest edition of the 
club’s newsletter, The Resonator. Skip KD2BRV moved to 
accept the minutes as written and Thom W2XTZ 
seconded the motion. The motion passed by 
acclamation. Randy then read a letter of thanks from 
Superintendent James Graff for FLARC’s participation at 
the annual Independence Day fireworks. 


Treasurer Don N2PRT read the current financial report. 
There was some income from the sale of surplus 
equipment and a final expense from Field Day. 


Secretary Randy WU2S reported for the Tech Committee 
that our repeater trustee, Paul W2IP, had removed the 
FLARC 2 meter repeater for servicing. There is an 
intermittent condition where the transmitter randomly 
starts transmitting on its own. President Karl W2KBF 
noted that Paul has been working on the problem for 
over a year without success in finding the root cause. So 
the machine was sent to Motorola for service. Tony 
N2SIQ suggested that the club could look into installing a 
440 repeater and if we did so, he would supply the 
frequency pair. 


Ed WX2R reported for the Publicity Committee. The 
committee met on July 12. The Field Day log entry was 
submitted and the events activities were summarized. 
Next year we plan to invite more local hams to Field Day. 
Ed announced that Thom W2XTZ has joined the 
committee. The FLARC Facebook page has been 
relaunched by Dave N8MAR, who is responsible for 
maintaining it. Gene WO2W noted that members should 
look carefully on Facebook for the new FLARC page. 


August 2016 Meeting Notes (2) 
The old one is still present and we have not been 
able to get it removed. Ed WX2R continued with 
his report mentioning that we will participate in 
the Fair Lawn street fair on October 9. Ed spoke 
to the Sunrise Rotary Club after being introduced 
by Mayor Cosgrove. We will have a display in the 
library during November. Ed asked members to 
submit more information for the “What’s In Your 
Logbook” column in The Resonator. 


President Karl W2KBF asked the members 
present about their preferences for which days 
are most convenient to have the speakers 
present.

Ed WX2R reported for the History Committee. He 
said we are planning a vintage equipment and 
nostalgia night on October 21.

Tom made a motion that the club 
participate in the NJ QSO Party as an annual 
event and Rob KC2ORX seconded the motion. 
President Karl W2KBF called for a vote and the 
members present approved the motion by 
acclamation. 


Tom also noted that we need cables to connect 
the radios for use with the NIMM logging 
software. A short discussion among the members 
ensued, resulting with Tom N2ST presenting an 
amended motion to purchase 3 cables and 
associated USB interfaces not to exceed $100. 
Van W2DLT seconded the motion. President Karl 
W2KBF called for a vote and the members 
present approved the motion by acclamation. 


Tom asked the FLARC officers about managing access 
to the club rooms during events like the NJ QSO Party.

The 1957 Radio 
Amateur's License Manual noted that "each amateur shall keep an accurate log of operation, including the following 
data": 

The date and time of each transmission 

The signature of the person manipulating the transmitting key of the radio transmitter or any other type of emission 

Call letters of the station called 

The input power of the oscillator 

The frequency/ band used 

The location of a mobile or portable -mobile station at the time of each transmission 

The message traffic handled. 


Logs shall be preserved for a period of one year following the last date of entry. Copies shall be available for inspection 
upon request by an authorized Government representative.
